Political candidates will have 
to tailor their signs and know 
where they are placed aS a 


result of a detailed political 
sign ordinance passed Monday 
by the Montclair City Council 

Candidates who ignore the 
new ordinance in Montclair will 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
subject to a 50 fine or six 
months in jai 

The abuse in the last 

campaign by many of the 
candidates prompted this 
ordinance said Councilman 
Paul Jones 

The size of political signs 
posted in Montclair will be 
limited to eight square feet and 
a height of four feet — although 
the council ammended the 
height limitation to exclude 
signs in storefront windows 

Candidates will not be able to 
post their agns any sooner than 
@ days before an election and 
the signs must Come down no 
later than ten days after the 
election if the candidate wants 
his $100 bond refunded 

The previous political sign 
ordinance required candidates 
to post a $100 bond to guarantee 
removal of signs.
